CONGRESSIONAL PRUCEEDINGS. 

IN the Senate, on the 6th, a number of bills 
and resolutions were introduced...

time. 
| ‘Tuk Inter-State Commerce Commis- 
| sion, in its third annual report, submit- 
| ted to Congress on the 6th, suggests a 
number of important amendments to the 
Inter-State Commerce law. 

On the 6th the Senate committee on 
the quadri-Centennial, of which Senator 
Hiscock is chairman, began its hearings. 
on the claims of Washington, New York, 
St. Louis and Chicago to the World's 
Fair of 1892. 

MARGARET RocnueEstTER, daughter of 
the late Bishop Delancy, of Western 
New York, diel on the 6th, aged sixty- 
five years.

They concealed themselves in the 
kitchen at locking-tp time, and then 
crawled through a ventilator, thus gain- 
ing the open court-yard inside the walls, 
whence they escaped by means of a 
rope.

MISCELLANEOUS. 

A Vore taken, by employes of Scotch 
railway lines on the ten-hour question 
shows that'a majority of the men aro 
opposed to a strike and in favor of a 
conference with the managers, with a 
view to relicf from excessively long pe- 
riods of work. 

It is reported that the London gas 
stokers’ strike having proved a failure, 
the: trades unions have thrown the men 
overboard to avoid being damaged by 
the disgrace of the movement. 

Tue authorities of St. Johns, N. F., 
have been unable to check the terriblo 
devastations of diphtheria in that colo- 
ny during the past eighteen months. In 
that time theré were within the city 
limits 2,064 cases and 401 deaths. 

Ir is said that the claims sct forth by 
Portugal to territory in Southeast Africa 
include five British settlements, in the 
maintenance and development of which 
it is claimed £170,000 have been expend- 
ed by British traders and missions. 

On the 4th the African Lakes Com- 
pany of Glasgow received a dispatch 
confirming the report of Consul Johns- 
ton’s safety and of the aggressions of 
the Portuguese, and adding that the 
Portuguese crossed the rivor Puc, board- 
ed the steamers and forcibly lowered 
the British flags they were flying. 

THE statement is reaffirmed that Rus- 
sia has addressed a circular note to the 
Powers calling attention to Bulgaria’s 
flagrant violation of Article 24 of the 
Treaty of Brelin. 

Tue influenza has made its appear- 
ance at Gibraltar, but there is no inter- 
ruption of communication between the 
American squadron of evolution and the 
shore. 

District-ATTORNEY FELLows, of New 
York, believes it would be a waste of 
public money to try any more of the 
“‘boodle” cases, as an acquittal, or, at 
least, a disagreement, would certainly 
result in every case.

A GENTLEMAN Claiming to be a native 
of St. Petersburg, Russia, gives the fol- 
lowing as a specific used successfully in 
that country for ‘‘la grippe,” or influ- 
enza: ‘Take, at intervals of a few 
hours, half a glass of boiling milk and 
mix it with the same quantity of gen- 
uine imported German seltzer. It must 
be taken in the first stages to be effect- 
ual, but it often gives relief after the 
patient is quite ill.”

REpoRTS come from Robertson county, 
Tenn., that a new bug, or rather a louse, is 
literdlly destroying the wheat.

South Carolina Negroes. 

The first coiored State Fair ever held 
in South Carolina was opened to the in- 
spection of the public of both races at 
Columbia a few days ago. A creditable 
display of agricultural products, fancy 
work, poultry and live-stock was exhib- 
ited. The programme embraced a drill 
by the National Colored Guard, of 
Charleston, races, fire-works, a parade 
and sham battle, a torch-light proces- 
sion, etc. 

The North Carolina Negro Exodus. 

The exodus of negroes from North 
Carolina breaks all the records. Fifteen 
cars of them recently left the Goldsboro 
section for Georgia, where they will 
work in the turpentine forest. Many 
negroes from that State have heretofore 
gone annually to Georgia, but left their 
families behind them and always re- 
turned during the holidays. They are 
now going to stay, and are taking their 
families with them. Three special exo- 


few days ago. On board of these were 
1,000 negroes, all bound for Mississippi, 
and in charge of labor agents who have 
collected them. These negroes will 
work on farms in the Yazoo Delta. It 
is calculated that 10,000 negroes left the 
State during December, and it is said 
that more than that number will go this 
month. They are hired by the labor 
agents, who are steadily at work among 
them, aided by negroes, who, it is al- 
leged, are paid so much per head for all 
whom they induce to leave. 


A Terrible Tragedy. 

A terrible tragedy took place in 
Mitchell County, N. C., twelve miles 
from Bakusville, the county seat. Ina 
drunken row Christmas Day, three men 
were killed, and several days later Gar- 
land, a brother of one of the murdered 
men, rode up to a crowd in the same 
place, and fired into the crowd, killing 
three and wounding twelve. ! 


An Old Settler Dead. 

Aaron Clements, one of the oldest and 
wealthiest farmers of Union County, 
Ky., died at his home, near Uniontown, 
a few nights ago, aged eighty-two years. 

A Desperate Charater Lynched. 

Henry Holmes, a negro, was found 
hanging to a tree on the Bellevue & 
Shreveport road, in Bossier Parish, 4 
few evenings ago. He was a désperate 
character, and had been guilty of many 
offenses. He recently shot a well-known 
citizen of Bossier, 

Refused to Take the Oath. 

Henry Adams is the name of a typical 
mountaineer who has been in the Ful- 
ton County (Ga.) jail for two months for 
making moonshine whisky in Lumpkin 
County. He was sentenced to serve one 
month in jail and to pay a fine of $100. 
As he was unable to pay the fine he had 
to serve an additional month im jail. 
That menth has expired, and, according 
to law, the. prisoner could only be’ re- 
leased after taking the poor convict’s 
oath to the effect that he was unable to 
pay the fine. He was taken to the 
United States attorney's office for this 
purpose, but on being asked to take the 
oath he refused most emphatically, say- 
ing that the Bible commanded him to 
swear not, neither by the heavens ‘or 
the earth. Assistant-Attorney Engier 
asked him to affirm. He refused to do 
that, and as there was no other way for 
him to be released he was sent back to 
jail. Mr. Angier will present. the case 
to Judge Newman and ask that the 
prisoner be set at liberty.

1838 he emigrated to Alabama and set- 
tled in Talladega. He was elected Chief 
Justice of the Alabama Supreme Court 
in 1854, and held that position four 
years. From 1861 to 1865 he represented 
Montgomery and- Autauga counties in 
thee State Senate. In politics Judge 
Rice was unstable, and finally joined 
the Republicans about 1872. Since that 
time he has taken no stock in politics, 
but devoted his talegts to the law.

Budge only strengthens, us. It answers 

very effectually the objection to the ad- 

mission of Idaho which has been put 
forward by the New York Tribune and 
others that the Constitution, was not 
strong enough to crush out Mormonism. 
Bishop Budge is a confessed four-ply 
polygamist, and has long been under in- 
dictment.

A QUESTION OF STATE. 


fhe Rumored Intention of the Pope to 

Send a Nuncio to the United States—Noat 

Having Recognized the Pope as a Tem- 

poral Ruler, It Would Present a Delicate 

Question. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 7.—State Depart- 
ment officials profess utter ignorance of 
any intention on the part of the Pope to 
senda Nuncio to this country as the 
representative of the Vatican. -Assist- 
ant Secretary Wharton said to-day that 
he knew nothing about the matter, but 
he thought it was not likely that a 
Nuncio would come. 

Mr. Walker Blaine, when asked about 
it, said: ‘We have of course never rec- 
ognized the Pope as a temporal ‘ruler, 
and have never sent him an envoy. Our 
Minister to that region has been accred- 
ited'to the Italian Government, and if 
there has ever been any occasion for 
communicating with the Vatican it has 
been done through the Minister. I 
don’t think that a Papal representative 








is a grave question whether or not one 
would be received if! he came, a ques- 
tion that would have to be discussed 
over at the White House, and I have 
not the slightest idea of how it would 
be decided. 1 do not believe in. the 
rumor.

The last act of the Pettus tragedy has 
been played and the curtain falls on the 
death of the woman who resorted to 
murder because she had either a real or 
a fancied idea that she had been wrong 
ed. The tragedy forms a sad chapter in 
the story of life which all who run may 
read. 

From the morning when Mrs. South- 
worth fired theshot that deprived Mr. 
Pettus,of life until the morning on which 
she died in a prison cell, her health had 
been gradually failing. Her physicians 
said that it would only be a question of 
a few weeks until the fragile murderess 
would answer for her crime at a tribunal 
not of this earth. The medical gentle~ 
men spoke truly, Ere the day was fair- 
ly ushered in onthe morning of Tues- 
day, January 7th, the soul of Hanna B. 
Southworth passed away thus saving an 
earthly jury from passing upon the 
question of her innocence or guilt. 

The murder of Mr. Pettus was so atro- 
cious in its nature, 80 cold blooded and 
crue! in execution that her friends were 
perhaps justified in saying that her mind 
had become warped in brooding over ber 
wrongs. Perhapsso. Women who can 
walk uptoa man and sboot him five 
times with a deadly aim are fortunately 
rarely found. It necessitates an utter 
disregard of consequences, a Willingness 
to face possible danger, and a ferocity 
and joy in bloodshed that may be ex- 
pected in a tigress. but not in a woman. 
We are charitable enough to accept the 
idea that her reason was tottering on 
the morning of the fatal 22nd of Noveme 
ber. 

A strong moral may be drawn from 
the doleful story of this tragedy. It will 
not be heeded, however, by the men 
who allow themselves to be drawn into 
dang-rous and unlawfol relations with 
women, or by women who suffer thems 
gelves to become enamored, and listen to 
the tale of the tempter. 

The ringing down of the curtain on the 
end of both figares in the gloomy tray~ 
edy ends it only so far ea they, them- 
selves, are concerned. But sorrowing 
-elatiyes are left behind whose heads

It is Claimed That His Condition is Im- 
proving. 

NEw York, Jan. 7.—A large number 
of correspondents in southern states 
have been investigating the condition of 
the blacks. 

In Florida. 

Florida, it is claimed, is doing more 
for the negro than he is doing for him- 
self. There are in that state 736 schools 
for negroes with 76i colored teachers. 
The cost for the last year was $227,000. 
There is a normal college with ninety- 
two pupils. There are negro lawyers, 
doctors and merchants, all freely patron- 
ized, and altogether the Florida negro 
has a good chance to get on. 


In Tennessee. 


In Tennessee the educational opportu- 
nities are equally favorable. The public 
school system is as available to the black 
as white child, and in addition there are 
several colored universities of high rank. 
The state expends $300,000 annually for 
the education of negroes, maintaining 
1,424 schools for them alone. In Nash- 
ville there are four colored schools and 
a high school where advanced branches 
are taught. Many of the pupils become 
successful professional men. ; 

In Mississippi. 

In Mississippi it is also claimed that 
the negro has an equal chance with the 
whites, and many of them are frugal 
and invest their savings in permanent 
property. There «are hundreds of in- 
stances where for:ner slaves are prosper- 
ous farmers, owning large plantations. 
Full one-half the homestead entries are 
being made by negroes, They are found 
in every branch of mechanical industry, 
workiny side by side with white men. 
Drunkcnness is less frequent than former- 
ly, and only the urban hoodlum element 
is called dangerous. There is absolutely 
no destitution among Mississippi ne- 
hae The number of negro pce ll in 
the schools exceed the whites by 25,000. 
There are two colored colleges supported 
by the state. The relations between the 
races are almost without exception 
peaceable and friendly. The negro is 
oT and has no desire for coloniza- 

n. 

In Georgia. 

In Georgia it is claimed that the negro 
is protected in all respects. The disturb- 
ing element in that state consists of self- 
appointed white leaders from other 
states. Educational facilities are equal 
for both races. Perfect peace and con- 
tentment exists between the whites and 
blacks. The land holdings of the latter 
are continually expanding. 

In Virginia. 

Virginia has expended $5,000,000 in 
seventeen years for educating n 
The old dominion black, it is > Somme. mg is 
better off and allowed more rights and 
privileges than in any other southern 
state. There are 225,000 colored church 
members in the state. The greatest dan- 
ger is said to be from the professional 
agitator. 

In South Carolina. 

South Carolina is less enthusiastic over 
the negro. They say their state accords 
him an are page J to acquire the 
highest civilization of which he is capa- 
ble, and that he doesn’t reach a high 
ee ee et on eee ae 
herent defect. In the way of schools, 
statistics show that they are open to the 
blacks and that they attend in good 
numbers. The awe sentiment is, 
however, that w supremacy must be 
absolute. 

In Arkansas. 


Arkansas claims to be doing more for 
the freed men than any other old south- 
ern state. As a result, ey one Oe 
went Soong property holdings, 
race trou except between individu- 
als, are rare. Expenditures for colored 
schools are extremely liberal, - and the 
results have shown wisdom of that

Ap Organ of Elimination Like the Lungs 
and the Kidneys. 

Nature has:-expended much labor on 
the perspiratory system—hasconstructed 
for each of us many miles of tubing and 
millions of. secreting glands, each 
furnished with its tiny blood-vessel 
regulated by its microscopic nerve. 

Not only does this system perform an 

essential service in keeping the bodily 
temperature down to the normal point of 
safety, ninety-eight degrees Fahrenheit, 
by the evaporation of the perspired fiuid, 
but it is also an organ of elimination 
like the na@néys and the lungs, 
, Anadult exerétes a full pound of sweat 
daily, and this may be increased to three 
or four pounds. From this fact may be 
understood both’ the danger of suddenly 
checking the outflow of the poisonous 
material, and the advantage, when one 
has taken cold, of the Russian bath. 
The quantity and character of the fluid 
vender.a frequent: change ef clothing a 
matter of no small importance. 

Some diseases, as acute rheumatism, 
phthisis, genergl debility, are accompa- 
nied by excessive perspiration, which is 
also’ sometimes purposely induced by 
the use of certain drugs called di- 
aphoretics, As we are all aware, the 
amount of perspiration is abnormal in 
hot weather. The heat ofa muggy day 
is aggravated and made more opprezsive 
by the slow evaporation from the sur- 
face of the body. The atmosphere is 
too fully charged _with moisture to 
‘yaporize the swéat.

When the 
sebaceous or oil secretion is deficient, 
there is apt to. be a like. deficiency in 
the perspiration, rendering the skin 
dry and rough. 

Perspiration may have an offensive 
odor, especially that which is secreted 
by ‘the arm-pits, feet and toes. The 
sweat and the ‘sebaceous. secretion 
undergo a chemical change into the fat- 
ty acids, some of which are like those 
found in rancid butter. ‘This condition 
ig sometimes due to lowered vitality of 
the system. The affected parts should 
be repeatedly washed with tar scep, and 
the linen frequently changed. ‘The 
soles ofythe stockings showld be daily 
disinfegted with. $saturated solution of 
boracic acf: CofMrsoles $hotild be worn 
in the shoes, and be similarly disin- 
fected.— Youth's Companion.

In some they are short and stubby, cury- 
ing, back at a considerable angle; in 
others they extend back with only a 
slight curve, running almost parallel 
with the geek. Others again extend 
{tert the, head at: right ‘angles, curve 
gracefully upward and grow to enormous 
proportions-of length and tBickness, fre- 
quéritly medsiring six feet from tip to 
tip, with a circumference of fifteen 
inches at the base. 

In other varieties they fall below the 
neck in crumpled loops, as though they 
had undergone repeated dislocations be- 
tween calfhood and buffalohood. This 
Lis noticeably the character of the horns 
of those seen in Bombay, where, even 
in the publicisquaresof the city, herds 
of domesticated milch buffaloes may be 
seen taking shelter from the noonday 
sun under the wide-spreading branches 
of the banyan:-tree. The soft mud of the 
paddy-field is ‘his favorite wallow, and 
his service in the cultivation of these 
fields is almost indispensable, as when 
the ordinary draught-bullock (Bos Indi- 
cus) would be smothered in mud the 
xbuffalo is in all the exhilaration of his 
favorite bath, even when drawing the 
rude wooden plow and half submergedin 
liqwidsoil, —Leslie’s.
